Extend Use of Negro Colleges 

The South is considering a plan to 
widen educational opportunities for 
Negroes in the southern states. A com- 
mittee of the Conference of Southern 
Governors is studying a suggestion 
made by Governor Colgate W. Darden, 
Jr., of Virginia, that exchange arrange- 
ments be made whereby a Negro stu- 
dent desiring a course not offered in 
any Negro college in his home state 
would be able to go to an institution in 
another state which did offer the course. 
This, says Governor Darden, would not 
only open greater educational oppor- 
tunities to Negroes but would also 
utilize to a fuller extent the facilities 
now made available by the Negro col- 
leges. 
Texas Law Overruled 

The right to freedom of speech also 
includes the right to urge workers to 
unionize, according to a ruling handed 
down by the Supreme Court recently. 
The decision nullifies a Texas anti- 
labor law which required union organ- 
izers to register before soliciting mem- 
bership. The South has been a strong- 
hold of anti-labor forces but is slowly

X-Ray and Forecast 
Into the Future 


Since President Roosevelt's death, all thinking citizens have been aware of 
the great political vacuum now existing in both international and domestic 
scenes. Remember the times that New Deal leaders became hopelessly en- 
tangled in controversies which could be solved only by the magic touch of the 
President. Now that the magic touch is gone, we may well imagine the tension 
behind the scenes in keeping — machine going that no longer receives the 
immense spark-plugging it had for twelve years from the White House. 

In the international scene, this tension is a thousandfold greater. Wash- 
ington has been filled with stories of the absolute panic and confusion evidenc- 
ed for many days in London when the news of the President’s death was re- 
ceived. Churchill’s enormous prestige, merged with Roosevelt's superb 
strategy, saved the world’s imperial systems from the Nazis and — 
Imperialistic leaders were confident that these two great masters could carry 
on this salvation in the face of growing Soviet influence. Behind all the re- 
sounding self-assured phrases that have been coming from London since 
Roosevelt's death, inside reports emphatically indicate nerve racking fears and 
ever-increasing premonitions that any substitute for this two-man preservation 
of imperial interests will be impossible to find. To put it bluntly, Churchill 
and Stalin are known to have quarreled bitterly on many occasions. Only 
the warm charm of that master of human relations, the American President, 
kept them cooperating. Churchill, of course, did not want to quarrel with 
Stalin, but Churchill has a lot of pride and Stalin is full of stinging barbs 
that constantly put Churchill off te and, in defensive retaliation, the 
Prime Minister has been prone to let matters go from bad to worse. 

The British, Dutch and French empire leaders know that the American 
Senate, upon which the real power of American leadership now falls, will 
never be able to move with the adroit cohesiveness with which two men have 
moved in the past to protect long standing traditions and investments. 


It is into this framework that we must now carry our thinking and estimates 
of the coming movements in human affairs. 


God’s Chance 


It is satisfying to know that the American delegates to the San Francisco 
conference are folks who truly represent the kind of peace Americans want 
out of this war. Of that one point, every American citizen can be confident. 


It is no longer a secret that, in meeting the issues and agenda of that con- 
ference, the American delegates are up against a dangerous and deceptive 
entanglement of international chicanery and power politics. The general na- 
ture of these problems, news of which has been universally suppressed in the 
Allied world, has been outlined in our past three releases. The new propa- 
ganda technique of our State Department is to dodge this situation by state- 
ments indicating that the San Francisco meeting is not a peace conference to 
settle issues, but an organizational conference to setup machinery of peace.

Catholic Control 

It has leaked out since the inter-American conference at 
Chapultepec that efforts to introduce motions and petitions 
seeking greater religious freedom in Catholic-dominated Latin 
America were blocked and the proposals were never allowed 
to reach the groups that could act upon them. A Haiti resolu- 
tion which did reach the floor was so doctored and amended 
as to be meaningless. 

Boom Prediction 

Authentic research bureaus are extending their estimates 
of the length of America’s post-war boom to a full five years. 
As we have reported to you from time to time, the post-war 
boom has been forecast by economic authorities as due to last 
three years, four years and now five years. But one significant 
fact is that all authorities agree that the longer and bigger the 
oom, the more serious the depression crisis will be that fol- 
lows. In other words, the bigger the boom, the harder the 
fall! 

Here is an outline of salient reasons for the boom and its 
duration, as presented by one well known financial analyst, 
Ralph Hendershot: 

1. Money rates are lower than ever before in history. 
Savings were never so large. 

2. Latent demand for goods is at peak proportions. 

3. Industry is determined to maintain high employment 
at the best wages in history, and the government proposes to 
pour additional funds into the purchasing power stream. 

4. Loans and gifts to other nations, to be taken largely 
in goods, undoubtedly will be so large as to make the private 
bankers after the last war look like pikers. 

5. A philosophy is being sold throughout the world that 
debts are meaningless as a danger and are even beneficial. 
[Here is an important danger spot leading to socialization or 
complete economic revolution. ] 

6. The world’s attention is on economic as opposed to 
strictly political problems, and — will be made to ak 
buying power into the hands of millions who never before 
were important consumers. 


Soviet Shadow Over Europe 

Russian armies and Russian political forces have gained 
complete control over Rumania, Yugoslavia, Bulgaria, Hun- 
gary and Finland in the last few weeks and are now moving 
into Austria with an invasion of Denmark listed as an early 


move. Great concern exists in Washington and London over 
Russian designs for Vienna and Austria. Will Russia bring 
Austria under the orbit of Soviet control? Moscow has issued 
assurances of independence to Austria, but Rumania received 
such promises also. The fact is that there are strong com- 
munist organizations in Austria which no doubt will be given 
an open door for political action, Soviet policy stifling any 
Opposition to them. That, too, has been the policy in Rumania 
and elsewhere, so that Moscow can with diplomatic neatness 
say, ‘We let the people choose.” 

The Catholic church is especially disturbed by the situation 
in Austria which, under the old pre-war Hapsburgs, was the 
C-tholic world center—even above Rome. As reported to 
y a previously, an intense diplomatic conflict is raging be- 
hind the scenes between the Vatican and Moscow. What 
will become of the millions of Roman Catholics and their 
interests in Poland, Rumania, Austria as the Soviet armies 
move in, bringing with them the resurgent forces of the Eas- 
tern Orthodox Church which has long been the arch-enemy 
of the Roman Church? That question is a hot one behind 
the scenes of all our peace conferences, and little about it ever 
reaches the public ear. 

The State Department is doing its utmost to suppress all 
reports reaching this country concerning the wholesale liqui- 
dation of potentially dissident groups which is being carried 
out by the Russians in Poland, Rumania and the Balkan areas. 


Our government is not only trying to cover up these facts, 
but is maintaining a deliberate silence about them so that the 
peace plans won't be disturbed—although widely heralded 
promises had been made that no action of this sort would be 
carried on by any of the United Nations. 

In France a three-way tug-of-war is going on between Rus- 
sian, Vatican and British interests. The communist — 
are both strong and active in France, but so is the Catholic 
Church and so are French financial interests closely tied to 
London imperialistic leaders. It is because of this three-way 
pull that we are hearing varied and contradictory reports from 
France. 


Keep Perspective 


In view of the above we must keep a level perspective on 
Russia. For twenty years, America was fed propaganda to 
the effect that all Russians were unwashed, Godless bolshe- 
viks; that they were inefficient, inert and impoverished; that 
the Communist government would soon collapse. From 1941 
to 1944, the propaganda was reversed. The official line given 
out then was that the Russians were all brave, efficient, God- 
fearing sons of democracy; that communism was becoming 
more and more capitalistic. 

Now attempts are being made to reverse the propaganda 
line once more! The average American is going to begin to 
feel like the chameleon that went crazy when placed on a 
patchwork quilt! William White's book on Russia is causing 
much controversy because he goes back to the 1920-40 at- 
titude. However, no Christian layman can afford to let his 
thinking be limited to these absurd, reversing waves of propa- 
ganda. 

When the layman reads statements that Russia’s workers 
are inefficient and enslaved, he should realize that they are 
also dogged, patient workers, toiling long hours. Although 
all walks of Fife are now admittedly under the most severe 
state control, the Russian people have never known freedom 
as we know it. Russians are impoverished, ill-fed and poorly 
clothed, but they have always lived and thrived on a low liv- 
ing standard. For centuries, only a small margin of the Rus- 
sian population was well-fed and well-clothed, but, as a whole, 
Russians are vigorous, hardy people with a high immunity to 
disease. Behind Russia’s obvious surface, concerning which 
current propaganda makes so much, exists a vast continent of 
incalculable resources, some developed, most yet untouched. 
Along with natural resources, the Soviet Union can draw on 
skillful leaders, great military geniuses and a rapidly growing 
group of engineers and scientists. 

A big point has been made of the fact that elevators and 
lavatories in Russian hotels don’t work efficiently. Russian 
tanks and plants work—if you don’t think so, ask Adolph! 
Current talk has it that Russia couldn’t have done much with- 
out our lend-lease supplies, but the fact is that Russia had 
smashed the Nazi armies at Stalingrad and was rolling the 
German tide back before our supplies had become more than 
a trickle. The Soviet government has issued several state- 
ments on this point. They just as readily state that the speed 
by which-the Nazis were driven out of Russia was greatly ac- 
celerated by our aid. 

Russia has successfully carried out the biggest military of- 
fensive in history, and now stands astraddle Europe and Asia 
with the greatest power ever assembled. Official estimates of 
the Russian army = it around 18 million. This is larger 
than all the rest of the United Nations’ armies put together. 
The vast Russian Army of hardy peasant stock fi forms the 
projection of the greatest revolutionary force the world has 
ever known; a force that for the most part was created by a 
sordid betrayal of Christianity in Russia during past genera- 
tions; a force which has hurled into the world vast economic 
reformations. Hence, we repeat that every Christian layman 
should keep a hard-headed, land view of Russia if he is 
to understand some of the most important forces shaping the 
world’s future.
